SEAKLE PRECIPITATION 
REPORT 

A decided improvement has 
takem place in the moisture con 
dition during the week for the 
thn ? Prairie Provinces as com 
pared with the condition H week 
go. Adding together the rains 
which occurred last fall during 
the months of August, Septem 
bei and October, and the precip¬ 
itation which has occurred from 
April 1st to June 3rd, inclusive 
the moisture avaibable to the 
growing crop is now 75 p.c. of 
normal, as compared with 71 
p.c. only at this time last week 
and 95 p.c. at this time a year 
ago. 

For Alberta the total moist¬ 
ure condition is now 92 p.c. of 
normal, a s compared with 90 
p.c. last week, and 90 p.c. at 
this time a year ago. 

For Saskatchewan thq condit 
ion is now 61 p.c. of normal, as 
compared with 57 p.c. last week, 
and lo4 p.c. at this time a year 
ago. 

For Manitoba the condition 
is now 87 p.c. of normal, as com 
pared with 86 p.c. last week, 
and 65 p.c at this time a year 
ago.

Ploughc'd and Ploughless Fallow 

Recently inquiries have been 
received at thd Lethbridge Ex¬ 
perimental Station asking about 
the results obtained by the use 
of the mouldboard plough and 
(lu oneway disc. As far as crop 
yields are concerned, there is 
very little difference. If any¬ 
thing, the advantage is slightly 
with the one way disc. 

As there is practically no dif 
leivneu in yield results, the 
question becomes primarily, 
which implement is more satis¬ 
factory for controlling soil drift 
ing. If there is a good combine

Consideration for other peo- 
!»' ie the essence of good citiz 
rnship and neighbourly court¬ 
esy. There are, unfortunately 
r lew listeners in almost cV?ry 
residential distiict, who thought 
Iu3slv turn their radio loud 
speakers on in full volume! wh°n 
windows and doors are open, 
forcing thdir neighbours to be 
an unwilling audience. In Great 
Britain, this nuisance is dealt 
with by municipal legislation. 
I here would be no need for 
such special regulations, if list¬ 
ens would make a point of con¬ 
trolling radio volume so that 
programmes could not under 
any circumstances he heard be 
yond the immediate confines of 
the home. 

On warm evenings, it is un¬ 
derstandable that listeners 
should wish to enjoy radio ente'r 
tertainment while sitting on 
theii verandahs, or in their 
gardens. It should be clearly re 
alized, however, that their priv 
ate pleasure may quite easily 
become a public nuisance. In 
summer listening, to the Golden 
Rule is an excellent precept to 
keep in mind. 


stubble present, the oneway disc 
can be used quite effectively if 
properly operated. It should be 
so operated as to kill weeds and 
leave as much of the trash and 
stubble on the surface as poss¬ 
ible.

Frequently , tnree inches is deep 
enough, although in a heavy 
stubble it may be necessary to 
go deeper. 

Special ■'care must be taken 
il two oi three additional one 
wayings ar e required during the 
summer fallow season. Quito 
frequently a heavy combine 
stubble is covered so completely 
belore tlui end ol the year that 
soil drifts seriously. For this 
reason, many successful wheat 
farmers usd the one way for 
tli t first operation and then if 
possible, use tlnu rod weeder, 
oi Ha ordinary stili tooth cult 
ivatoi. A number of farmers 
have* discarded the one way and 
are using the Noble blade or

Some 1 ai¬ 
mers use the mouldboard plough 
on one way id land if they have 
covered the stubble during the 
season as they ard afraid the 
soil will drift. In this case, the 
mouldboard plough is used mer 
ely to turn the loose soil under 
and to throw lumps on the sur- 
faci'.Usually this U done in the 
latterpart of July and is the 
bust summei fallowing operat¬ 
ion. ’in this case, the ploughing 
must be two or three inches 
deeper than tlid one way had 
penetnated. 

Regarding the eff ect of depth 
of tillage on crop production, all 
evidence indicates that on most 
Alberta soils there is no advant 
age in deep tillage except when 
it is necessary to plough deeply 
enough foi the purpose of turn 
ing up lumps as stated above. 
In summe r fallowing, it seems 
to be merely a matted oi goisg 
deep enough to kill the weeds 
and leave all the trash possible 
on thd surface. On the Station 
there are fields that have not 
beer cultivated deeper than 4 
inches for 13 years and they 
are some of the best producing 
fields on the Station.
